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HILE  the  catalogue  speaks  largely  for  itself  there  are 
some  points  as  to  which  I  think  an  explanation  may  be  of 
advantage  to  collectors  of  glass,  and  particularly  of  New 


England  glass. 

In  the  first  place  it  will  be  noted  that  all  the  glass  offered  comes 
from  the  New  England  states.  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Penn- 
sylvania. The  glass  made  in  these  states  in  the  early  days  has  an 
unusual  clarity  of  color  and  brilliancy  often  lacking  in  the  glass 
made  in  the  mid-western  states,  though  of  course  some  of  the 
specimens  of  the  latter  are  of  rare  beauty. 

However,  the  difference  in  the  method  of  manufacture  and  par- 
ticularly the  metal  and  type  of  glass  made  in  the  mid-western  states 
leaves  the  eastern  items  in  general  with  an  undoubted  supremacy. 
For  this  reason  I  have  among  my  thousands  of  specimens  probably 
only  a  few  score  of  mid-western  items.  This  difference  I  think  has 
not  been  generally  recognized,  though  1  think  it  would  be  readily 
observed  by  any  one  to  whose  attention  it  might  be  called. 

It  has  never  been  my  purpose  to  secure  an  item  from  every 
known  plant.  On  the  other  hand,  I  have  confined  myself  verv 
largely  to  colored  glass  of  real  beauty  rather  than  items  from  iso- 
lated plants  whose  sole  distinction  is  the  isolation  of  the  plant  and 
the  crudeness  of  the  product. 

As  to  the  large  representation  of  New  England  glass,  I  might 
add  that,  while  not  overlooking  Stiegel,  Wistarburg,  and  New  Jersey 
glass,  I  have  always  felt  that  the  New  England  glass  was  almost 
the  first  truly  representative  American  product.  Most  that  pre- 
ceded it  bears  a  strong  foreign  influence,  which  had  largely  dis- 
appeared when  the  New  England  plants  began  to  spring  up.  Here 
again,  I  must  make  it  plain  that  I  do  not  disparage  such  glass  as 
Stiegel,  Wistarburg,  and  New  Jersey.    No  one  with  any  sense  of 


the  proprieties  could  do  so,  for  surely  Stiegel  made  some  of  the 
finest  glass  that  has  ever  been  made  in  any  part  of  the  world. 

However,  the  early  date  of  its  manufacture  (  1 763- 1774) 
necessarily  meant  that  the  European  technique  and  design  pre- 
dominated. This  is  made  the  more  manifest  by  the  rare  heauty  of 
Stiegel's  non-European  types — for  example,  such  graceful  pieces  as 
the  Stiegel  paneled  vases,  which  have  no  European  counterpart  and 
which  rank  with  the  finest  glass  ever  made — largely,  I  think,  hecause 
of  their  departure  from  European  types. 

Thus,  despite  every  appreciation  of  the  Stiegel  output,  which 
may  perhaps  best  he  manifested  by  the  fact  that  I  am  offering  five 
of  the  Stiegel  paneled  vases,  one  being  of  the  rare  emerald  green, 
I  have  inclined  toward  the  more  definitely  American  types.  Of 
these,  one  who  peruses  the  catalogue  will  discover,  as  already  stated, 
the  larger  part  is  from  the  New  England  plants,  and  the  little  known 
Stoddard,  N.  H.,  and  Keene,  N.  H.,  glass  predominates. 

I  have  stressed  the  Stoddard  glass  especially  because  of  its 
remarkable  purity  of  color,  of  which  practically  all  is  amber.  1 
have  also  been  induced  to  this  by  the  fact  that  one  of  our  first  and 
ablest  collectors  long  held  the  opinion  that  clear  three-mold  glass 
was  made  at  Stoddard.  Indeed,  it  is  only  within  the  last  few  years, 
and  after  I  had  excavated  all  of  the  Stoddard  plants,  that  he  yielded 
to  a  contrary  view. 

Furthermore,  Stoddard  glass  is  the  rarest  glass  of  which  any 
appreciable  number  of  pieces  have  yet  been  identified.  Diligent 
inquiry  and  persistent  effort  have  disclosed  only  nineteen  Stoddard 
pitchers,  all  but  three  of  which  are  in  my  collection.  In  the  bowls, 
jars,  and  vases  I  have  located  only  thirty-nine,  of  which  thirty- 
one  are  in  my  collection.  All  of  these  are  off-blown  pieces  of  the 
Stoddard  works,  which  never  had  any  commercial  output  except 
bottles  and  flasks,  and  even  these  are  sometimes  exceedingly  rare. 

Thus,  of  the  Stoddard  pint  flag  bottle  with  staff  to  the  right 
only  one  perfect  example  is  known.  This  is  in  amber.  There  is 
an  imperfect  example  in  the  olive  green.    Of  the  flag  bottles  with 


staff  to  the  left  (as  is  proper)  I  know  of  only  five  examples  other 
than  my  own,  which  number  twelve.  Of  the  beautiful  half-pint  flag 
Stoddard  flasks  1  know  of  but  six,  one  of  which  is  imperfect.  Of 
the  Weeks  &  Gilson  bottles  but  twelve  were  ever  found;  most  of 
these  I  possess. 

It  is  not  with  any  desire  to  create  an  artificial  value  for 
Stoddard  glass  that  I  have  gone  into  such  detail.  On  the  other 
hand,  my  sole  purpose  is  to  correct  the  original  error  as  to  its  kind 
and  to  point  out  to  collectors  its  rarity  and  the  possibility  that  know- 
ing it  better  they  may  add  items  to  their  collections. 

The  Keene,  N.  H.,  off-blown  glass  is  equally  notable.  Here 
again  excavation  has  revealed  much.  The  beautiful  quart  and  pint 
three-mold  decanters  (the  former  now  almost  unobtainable)  were 
long  attributed  to  Stoddard,  but  it  is  now  clear  beyond  doubt  that 
they  were  manufactured  at  the  Marlborough  Street  Keene  works. 
The  same  is  true  of  all  sizes  of  the  three-mold  ink-wells,  including 
the  only  known  rare  purple  one.  These  and  the  off-blown  pieces 
of  this  plant  much  more  frequently  carry  a  slight  greenish  tinge  in 
the  amber,  or  even  run  into  clear  olive-amber,  akin  to  the  very 
early  pint  and  half-pint  sunburst  flasks  with  corrugated  sides  and 
some  of  the  early  Keene  Masonic  flasks.  The  quart  three-mold 
sunburst  Keene  clear  glass  cylindrical  decanter  is  another  item  almost 
unknown;  but  that  it  was  made  at  the  Marlborough  Street  works 
is  demonstrated  by  a  defect  in  the  mold  of  its  amber  prototype 
which  appears  likewise  in  those  of  clear  glass. 

Concerning  the  off-blown  pieces  of  the  Keene  window  glass  fac- 
tory little  can  be  said  except  that  the  known  examples  are  extremely 
rare,  and  like  the  off-blown  products  of  any  other  window  glass  fac- 
tory they  can  rarely  be  relied  upon  except  when  found  in  the  hands 
of  the  original  owners  of  the  plants  or  their  descendants,  or  of  the 
blowers  or  their  descendants.  Of  these  I  know  of  but  three  other 
than  my  own,  which  embraces  everything  from  a  sea-horse  scent 
bottle  to  three-quart  pitchers.  All  have  been  acquired  from  the 
sources  mentioned.    Doubtless  others  exist  but  their  identification, 


except  by  the  means  mentioned,  is  scarcely  possible.  I  wish  that  1 
might  give  collectors  a  better  means  of  locating  them. 

I  may  seem  to  be  giving  altogether  too  much  attention  to  the 
output  of  these  plants  (which  were  only  sixteen  miles  apart),  yet 
to  find  four  works  in  the  little  town  of  Stoddard,  which  probably 
never  had  a  population  of  over  five  hundred,  and  two  in  the  nearby 
city  of  Keene,  and  to  have  acquainted  glass  collectors  so  far  as 
possible  with  their  little  known  product,  may  afford  some  justifica- 
tion; and  it  is  with  a  view  to  presenting  authentic  specimens  of  their 
output  that  I  have  included  a  number  of  duplicates  in  the  hope  that 
in  so  doing  1  may  in  some  measure  broaden  acquaintance  with  this 
glass  and  help  it  attain  its  proper  position. 

While  I  have  excavated  no  other  works,  wide  acquaintance 
and  correspondence  with  practically  all  the  leading  New  England 
dealers  has  given  me  an  almost  equal  certainty  as  to  the  product 
of  the  other  New  England  plants  represented.  Such  an  item  as  the 
exquisite  Pitkin  handled  jug  [Number  311]  not  only  deserves  special 
attention  but  should  serve  to  quicken  the  search  for  the  hollow  ware 
of  New  England  works  generally. 

Of  the  New  Jersey  glass  little  need  be  said,  as  it  has  long  been 
well  recognized  and  advertised,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  Northern 
New  York  glass;  while  the  excavations  of  Harry  Hall  White,  Esq., 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  definitely  established  the  product  of  the 
Vernon,  New  York,  plant  which,  along  with  Keene,  comprises  the 
rarest  amber  decanters.  I  have  never  seen  but  one  perfect  one  other 
than  my  own.  The  clear  glass  decanters  of  the  same  plant  are 
among  the  most  brilliant  to  be  found. 

As  to  the  three-mold  glass  it  also  is  well  known,  and  only  the 
rare  specimens  need  mention.  The  pair  of  quart  three-mold  sun- 
burst flip  glasses  [Number  301],  seems  to  me  to  mark  the  apex  of 
three-mold  technique.  Some  of  the  other  pieces  listed  are  especially 
desirable,  while  others  are  of  the  usual  kind. 

To  Sandwich  glass  I  have  paid  little  attention,  despite  its  fine 
metal  and  equally  fine  designs.    A  few  pieces  will  be  found  in  the 


catalogue,  but  one  has  to  set  some  limits,  and,  since  I  have  restricted 
myself  almost  exclusively  to  blown  glass,  Sandwich  lies  mostly  out- 
side of  my  field. 

With  regard  to  many  items  I  have  expressed  the  opinion  that 
there  are  only  a  certain  known  number.  As  to  this,  of  course,  no 
one  can  be  absolutely  sure,  but  I  base  my  opinion  upon  years  of 
most  active  collecting,  a  voluminous  correspondence,  and  the  benefit 
of  the  acquaintance  and  knowledge  of  most  of  the  leading  dealers 
in  the  country. 

Moreover,  as  to  the  Stoddard  glass  I  might  mention  that  my 
grandparents  lived  directly  across  the  road  from  the  first  Stoddard 
works  and  lived  in  the  town  for  many  years.  Wherefore,  I  have 
had  a  particularly  unusual  opportunity  to  secure  information  from 
the  present  residents  of  that  town.  In  addition,  I  have  interviewed 
all  of  the  known  living  employees  of  the  works  and  the  relatives  of 
some  who  have  passed  on.  To  all  of  these  I  acknowledge  my  in- 
debtedness. To  the  information  thus  obtained  I  have  added  that 
obtained  by  excavating  all  four  of  the  Stoddard  works.  As  to  the 
Keene  glass,  I  was  born  in  the  town  adjoining  Keene,  and  my  resi- 
dence and  wide  acquaintance  there  have  likewise  given  me  a  rare 
opportunity  to  judge  and  acquire  the  Keene  items;  and  to  this  experi- 
ence I  have  added,  as  in  the  case  of  Stoddard,  confirmatory  excava- 
tions. I  should  be  exceedingly  glad  if  any  who  are  interested  in  the 
product  of  these  works,  or  of  any  other  New  England  works,  would 
feel  free  at  any  time  to  call  upon  me  for  such  information  as  I  have 
accumulated. 

As  to  attribution,  I  stand  ready  to  re-purchase  any  item  which 
by  any  chance  has  not  been  properly  attributed,  and  should  any 
misdescription  have  crept  into  the  catalogue  I  stand  equally  ready 
to  re-purchase  the  item  upon  request. 

The  reader  will  notice  that  I  have  not  sought  to  make  fan- 
tastic attributions.  A  fine  piece  of  glass,  whatever  its  origin,  may 
well  go  upon  its  own  merits,  where  attribution  is  or  may  be  uncer- 


tain.  1  have  endeavored  to  point  out  the  beauty  of  the  unattributed 
items,  ami  their  characteristics,  rather  than  resort  to  a  forced  attri- 
bution which  might  eventually  disappoint  the  purchaser.  This  seems 
to  me  to  be  the  more  satisfactory  course,  as  I  shall  be  present 
at  the  Galleries  throughout  the  entire  week  preceding  the  sale,  dur- 
ing which  period  all  the  items  will  be  on  exhibition,  and  I  can  there- 
fore discuss  any  item  with  anyone  interested. 

It  will  be  noted  that  in  addition  to  the  early  blown  glass  I  have 
added  a  very  few  other  items  which  have  seemed  to  me  interesting. 

While  I  realize  that  I  have  reached  almost  the  length  of  a 
monograph  rather  than  a  foreword,  I  trust  that  the  foreword  will 
prove  of  interest  both  to  those  who  are  and  those  who  are  not 
particularly  familiar  with  the  types  of  glass  presented. 

Whether  the  market  will  absorb  so  many  items,  of  M'hich  so 
many  are  rare,  remains  to  be  seen,  but  my  keen  interest  in  the 
subject,  as  well  as  my  desire  to  draw  specific  attention  to  the  some- 
what neglected  and  partially  unknown  types  that  I  am  submitting, 
as  well  as  my  information  that  there  will  be  no  other  glass  sale  this 
year,  leads  me  to  venture  an  offering  which  I  hope  will  be  of  service 
to  those  who  are  engaged  in  a  phase  of  collecting  which  seems  to 
me  to  have  no  superior  and  few  equals.
